Civic Center Opens

It all began in 1970, 
when the class was only in 
second grade. Mrs. Kirk, 
one second grade teacher 
had a white mouse 
named Maximillian, and 
the students would take 
turns taking it home over 
the weekend. Though 
many can remember that, 
we were shut -off in our 
own little world, too 
young to understand 
what Vietnam was, or 
why four college students 
were dead after protest- 
ing against it at Kent 
State. Even Iowa was 
changing as it took on a 
new slogan: "Iowa, a 

Place to Crow.". Des 
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their first black school 
board member. 

1971 came and went, 
along with third grade. 
Three elves made a sing- 
ing appearance at the 
Christmas concert in 
their little green suits. 
Their names were Har- 
drock, Cocoa, and Joe, 
(alias Linda Mott, Vicki 
Fisher and Doug Rubel). 
While we were playing 
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catch 'em kiss 'em on the 
playground, antiwar 
demonstrations rocked U 
of I and 18 year -olds 
were given the right to- 
vote, but not to drink. 

Fourth grade and 1972 
was a year long remem- 
bered. Mrs. Shell retired; 
the students got to watch 
the splash down; and the 
music concert was some- 
thing else. Vicki Fisher 
sang "I Want to be Loved 
by You", Janell Cedar- 
strom did the shimmy 
and sang "Shimmy Like 
my Sister Kate", and 
Amy Hunsicker and Doug 
Fleming did a skit to the 
song "No, No, a Thou- 
sand Times No". At the 
Olympic games in Mu- 
nich, West Germany, 
Dan Gable of Waterloo 
won a gold medal; Ben 
Peterson won a gold; and 
Chris Taylor (now de- 
ceased) won a bronze. 
Doree Wilber won a gold 
for archery. Eighteen- 
year-olds were given the 
right to drink and Fort 
Dodge Police used tear 
gas to break up a wild 3Y2 
hour brawl in which 300- 
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400 patrons at a local tav- 
ern attacked each other 
with clubs, tire irons, 
knives, and fists. 

In 1973, lowans were 
plagued with a big bliz- 
zard on April 9 with 65 
m.p.h. winds and 16 foot 
high drifts that left 12 
dead. Johnston students 
and others across the 
state missed up to four or 
five days of school. Des 
Moines financially trou- 
bled bus system was giv- 
en new life, and Iowa 
Oaks won the penant. 

Fifth grade was some- 
thing else; it included 
spelling bees, 7-up 
thumbs up, and a nation- 
ality seminar in which 
each student had a differ- 
ent country to represent. 
They dressed up in a cos- 
tume for that country and 
brought information and 
food from and about it. 
Encyclopedias were in- 
troduced and the new 
slogan "We never guess, 
we look it up" was taken 
on. We all joined the 
look-it-up club, too. 
Students got to miss an- 
other day of school as the 
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High School boys basket- 
ball team went to state 
and took third. 

Remember back in 
1974 when a tornado 
ripped through Ankeny 
and then through John- 
ston, tearing off a part of 
the middle school, which 
was then the high school? 
Luckily, school hadn't 
started for the day and no 
one was hurt. The legisla- 
ture ended sales tax on 
food and drugs, and Nix- 
on resigned and left of- 
fice on August 9. Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford chose 
Iowa's Mary Louise Smith 
as the first GOP Chairwo- 
man. Patty Hears! was 
kidnapped by the SLA, 
and was later convicted 
of bank robbery and sent 
to prison. She was re- 
leased five years later. A 
gunman killed two peo- 
ple at downtown Holiday 
Inn and streakers were in 
the news. 

Sixth grade included 
everyone going to school 
in the morning on the bus 
to Camp Dodge, and 
bathroom talks for the 
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girls because of smoking 
(mostly experimental). 
The class presented Alice 
in Wonderland with Mary 
Rolfes as Alice and Mike 
Gilson as the Cheschire 
cat. 

1975 was known as the 
coldest, hottest, and dri- 
est year. The great cou- 
pon war was on at Des 
Moines supermarkets 
and lowans opened their 
hearts to Vietnamese ref- 
ugees. The speed limit 
was dropped to 55 
m.p.h. and work on Ter- 
race Hill was started. 

Seventh grade was a 
big change for everyone; 
a new school, a new cur- 
riculum. Mrs. Winegar 
gave everyone a card 
with a dime on it and 
written upon the card was 
this: "Rockefeller started 
his fortune with a penny, 
I hope you can do as well 
with this dime." Mrs. 
Winegar died later on 
that year. 

Eighth grade was full of 
surprises, such as disect- 
ing frogs, pricking our 
fingers to find out what 
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our blood type was (is), 
and making a collection 
of tree leaves with their 
"proper" names. Sci- 
ence camp made up for 
all that though, as we 
split up into two groups, 
teachers and all, and one 
group went to camp 
while the other stayed at 
home for two nights and 
three days. 

At the end of those 
three days, the groups 
switched. The group that 
was there headed for a 
fun-filled day of walking 
around. Wading in pud- 
dles and sack lunches 
topped that day off, and 
then it was time to head 
for home. The teachers 
were glad to get rid of 
them and the kids 
could've stayed another 
week. 

This was also the year 
of the bicentennial, 1976, 
and Johnston had one of 
the largest parades in the 
state. It was a year of can- 
dy pants, mood panties, 
30-proof milk (WOW!), 
the beginning of the CB 
craze, and the end of pay 
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toilets, lowans gave Jim- 
my Carter his first big 
push towards the presi- 
dency, and we pondered 
over what to do with the 
two dollar bill. 

Down came the Galaxy 
Theatre and up went the 
Civic Center in 1977. Two 
Des Moines police were 
killed and Maharshi In- 
ternational University at 
Fairfield began teaching 
its students to levitate. It 
was a year of mourning, 
for the King of Rock, El- 
vis Presley, had died. 

As freshmen that year, 
a few of the students, 
afraid because of threats 
from the upperclassman 
that snuggies would be 
given to intiate them, 
didn't wear underwear 
for a few days. Village Inn 
Pizza Parlour was the lo- 
cal hangout after football 
games. Many of the 
freshman girls were go- 
ing out with senior guys, 
and Mike Brose made 
varsity wrestling. Boys 
baseball won state. 

In tenth grade many of 
the students started driv- 
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ing (lookout!) The big 
craze was getting our 
class rings. Everyone en- 
joyed Happy Harswick's 
Hour and some of the 
seniors painted 1978 on 
the front of the school 
building. 

Ted Thoman was at 
Younkers when the fire 
broke out but escaped 
unharmed. Ten people 
were killed in that fire. 
]epsen ousted Clark; 
home mortgage loans be- 
gan drying up; and three 
boys were murdered ex- 
ecution style in down- 
town Des Moines, which 
set off a nationwide man- 
hunt. 

In 1979 Richard Schrier 
was convicted of slaying 
his two-year-old son. 
Governor Ray signed a 
bill for pot to be legally 
administered in treating 
glaucoma and other seri- 
ous illnesses. 
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The boys' basketball 
team went to sub-state 
and the boys' baseball 
team took second in 
state. The new athletic 
fields got good use the 
first year. 
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The new addition to 
the school was started 
and the students smelled 
tar all year. Mrs. Krewson 
and Mr. Partington tied 
the knot. Laura Hansen, 
Kari Dickson, Diane Win- 
ter, and Melody Baker 
got caught skinny-dip- 
ping at Green Meadows 
in one of the ponds. 

1980, a new year, a new 
decade, and a new life 
ahead for all the seniors. 
During our seniors year, 
many things happened 
. . . "Heaven" got bust- 
ed but all turned out OK. 
We lost our first Home- 
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coming game since we'd 
been in High School, and 
Sabrina Bennie became 
Homecoming Queen. 
The new addition was 
completed and put into 
use and Randy Meyers 
was student council 
president. 

With a new year start- 
ed. and many things to 
look forward to, (like col- 
lege, moving out, etc., 
etc. , . . ) seniors were get- 
ting ancy. 

Good Luck in the years 
to come Class Of '80! 
Party On!! 
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The 1979-80 school year 
showed a new interest in ex- 
tra-curricular activities. Old 
traditions were renewed, new 
ideas were tried, and everyone 
agreed that there was some- 
thing for everyone. In fact, if 
you made a list of all the things 
a student could participate in, 
you would need two sheets of 
paper. 

Music and Art were the most 
popular school-time activities. 
The vocal department alone 
had over ninety members 
while the more concentrated 
groups, like Annual, had as 
few as ten members. 

The halls were as busy after 
school as they are during it. 
There was the usual amount of 
sports enthusiasts, but if you 
looked close enough, you 
would have found many stu- 
dents using their abilities in 
other things. The newly 
formed drill team, The Mar- 
quettes, kicked its way into ev- 
eryone's heart. The Pep Club 
was reborn and helped make 
Homecoming a success. FCA 
had a pleasing number of stu- 
dents involved and they put 
together the best MDA dance 
marathon in the area, again. 

Activities "make" high 
school. They bring laughter 
frie ndships that wouldn't 
have Happened otherwise. 
What would high school be 
them? 
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Sabrina Bennie reigned over the 
JHS student body at this year's coro- 
nation, held in the auditorium. The 
crowning of Queen Sabrina along 
with her escort Chuck Norelius, 
took place on October 12, 1979. 
The other queen candidates were 
Michele Horner, escorted by 
Shawn Hawkins and Shelly Eichorn 
escorted by Mike Wright. Kelli Ab- 
bott read the attire for the queen 
and her court.
